—Another Red “spectre” in American 
educational institutional has made its 
appearence at San Diego State college 
where several students are charged 
by the local American Legion with 
being: guided by Communist  influ- 
ences. 

The charges were first precipitat- 
ed by a supposedly; unpatriotic edit- 
orital in the college paper several 
months ago. The article gained nation 
wide notoriety for its euthor,Alexan- 
der Crosby, who later made a public 
statement in the nature of an apology. 
Further accusations were made last 
week by the American Legion after 
Crosby introduced resolutions at a 
student body meeting, asking the 
members to protest against United 
States intervention in China. 

The students voted for the protest 
but later abrogated their action. In 
retaliation for a proposed investiga- 
tion by the American Legion, a num- 
ber of students have formed the 
“Three-and-one-half Internationale,” 
the members of which, wearing large 
red cravats, swore fidelity . over a 
Webster’s dictionary and ridiculed the 
Legion’s “Red” charges.

Canal Theory 
Of Moon Is 
Thought False 


BERKELEY, Calif., May 18, (I. P. 
A.)— Proof that the planet Mars 
has atmosphere comparable with that 
of the earth has been announced by 
the University of California, follow- 
ing an extensive study by Professor 
Robert J. Trumpler, associate astron- 
omer of the Lick Observatory. 

Discoveries of Professor Trumpler, 
which may disrupt many of the pre- 
sent theories concerning Mars, are 
said to fix the diameter of the planet 
75 miles less than was formerly 
supposed, in addition to the. asserted 
proof that the atmosphere of Mars 
is similar to that of the earth. The 
Berkeley institution also announced. 
that Praofessor Trumpler had come 
to the conclusion that the dark areas 
and “canals” noted on the planet 
are caused by vegetation.
